The  Theological  Seminary  was  the  cradle 
of  the  University  of  Dubuque.  As  Harvard, 
Yale  Princeton  and  other  Eastern  univers- 
ities had  their  origin  in  the  needs  of  the 
times  for  spiritual  leadership,  so  the  Uni- 
versity of  Dubuque  was  born  out  of  the 
needs  of  the  early  population  of  the  Upper 
Mississippi  Valley  during  the  middle  of  the 
last  century.  Out  of  the  little  school  in 
the  basement  of  "Blue  Church"  begun  most 
humbly  by  Adrian  Van  Vliet  and  carried  on 
in  faith  and  prayer,  have  gone  forth  for 
more  than  four  score  years,  ministers,  mis- 
sionaries, and  Christian  teachers  who  have 
proclaimed  the  Gospel  of  the  grace  of  Cod 
in  many  lands  and  in  many  languages,  but 
chiefly  to  the  various  racial  groups  in  our 
own  country.  Out  of  this  little  Seminary 
has  grown  the  school  now  known  as  the 
University  of  Dubuque. 

Student  activities  at  the  Seminary  are 
varied.  In  addition  to  the  customary  chapel 
services  held  twice  a week,  the  students 
instituted  a program  of  twilight  meditations 
held  every  Tuesday  and  Thursday.  Each 


theolog  took  his  turn  in  guiding  these 
meetings. 

Continuing  the  program  of  last  year,  out- 
standing spiritual  leaders  who  addressed  the 
student  body  on  vital  topics  were  Rev.  Harry 
Moore,  V/aterloo;  Dr.  Herman  S Ficke,  Du- 
buque; Dr.  Edward  Williams,  Rock  Island, 
Illinois;  Dr.  Wilhelm  Pauck,  Chicago;  and 
Mrs.  E.  Stanley  Jones,  India. 

Tradition  has  it  that  Seminarians  are  poor 
athletes,  but  during  the  past  year  that  was 
not  the  case.  In  basketball  the  boys  from 
Van  Vliet  tied  for  first  place  and  lost  in 
the  play  off  to  the  strong  Freshman  squad. 

1937-38  marked  a turning  point  in  the 
long  and  useful  career  of  the  Seminary,  An 
increased  student  body,  a revived  spirit,  a 
renovated  plant,  a reconstructed  curriculum 
and  the  adherence  to  a well  defined  sched- 
ule bore  fruit  this  February  when  the  Theo- 
logical Seminary  of  the  University  of  Du- 
buque was  granted  membership  in  the 
American  Association  of  Theological  Schools, 
an  honor  which  crowns  the  hard  labors  of 
President  Welch,  Chairman  Garber  and  the 
faculty.

In  early  September  in  the  fall  of  1936, 
the  enrollment  of  the  "U”  was  increased 
by  a total  of  133  students,  soon  to  be  organ- 
ized into  a well  defined  group  known  as 
the  "Freshmen.”  This  class  proved  to  be 
the  largest  ever  to  enter  the  University,  and

Soon  it  was  that  we  asserted  ourselves  as 
to  prowess  of  both  mind  and  body.  The  an- 
nual tug-of-war  was  easily  won  by  our 
ranks;  the  fields  of  oration,  debate,  ath- 
letics, music,  and  curricular  activities  soon 
became  infested  with  our  capable  partici- 
pants; and  by  the  time  the  year  was  over, 


the  Class  of  1940  presented  itself  as  a re- 
sponsible group  to  assume  new  burdens. 

Ninety-two  members  of  the  class  return- 
ed in  the  fall  of  1937  to  carry  on  and  up- 
hold the  fine  showing  made  the  first  year. 
Elected  to  fill  the  posts  of  leadership  were: 
Robert  Dick,  Pres.;  Dorothy  Banks,  Vice- 
Pres.;  Helen  Morrison,  Sec’y;  and  Fletcher 
Condit,  T reas. 

From  our  ranks  have  come  the  cap- 
tain of  the  1938  football  team,  the  presi- 
dents of  several  campus  organizations, 
and  in  general,  fine  supporters  of  the  Uni- 
versity’s functions.  We  were  well  represent- 
ed in  various  athletic  activities,  the  choir, 
dramatics,  and  religious  functions.

For  a great  many  years  there  had  been 
a definite  need  for  an  organization  which 
would  reflect  the  general  attitude  of  the 
students,  in  order  to  aid  in  better  co-ordin- 
ation between  the  student  body  as  a whole 
and  the  administration  of  the  college.  To 
fill  this  need  of  organized  student  opinion 
and  its  interpretation  to  the  administration 
and  faculty,  the  student  council  was  be- 
gun In  March,  1933,  at  the  suggestion 
of  the  former  president  Buchholz  and  with 
the  full  support  and  approval  of  the  stu- 
dent body,  the  Council  was  formed.  Within 
a week,  a constitution  was  drawn  up,  pre- 
sented to  the  student  body,  approved  by  the 
college  administration  and  formally  adopted. 

Originally,  the  purpose  of  the  council  was 
“to  promote,  and  to  initiate,  whenever  it 
is  deemed  necessary,  the  proper  means  to 
support  and  inspire  loyalty  in  all  school  ac- 
tivities and  to  promote  and  support  improve- 
ments in  healthful  living  and  studying  con- 
ditions.” However,  as  the  college  activities 
became  more  organized,  many  of  its  pro- 
posed duties  were  taken  over  by  specific 
bodies  to  accomplish  individual  tasks  within 
their  respective  divisions.  For  example  the 
maintenance  of  government  in  Steffens 
Hall,  Severance  Hall,  and  Van  Viiet  was  tak- 
en over  by  individual  governing  groups.  Such

events  automatically  limited  the  duties  of 
the  Council  to  those  of  a more  general 
nature. 

Members  of  the  Student  Council  for  the 
past  school  year,  as  elected  by  their  re- 
spective groups,  have  been:  Steffens  Hall, 
Frederick  Abben;  Severance  flail,  Martha 
Cairns;  Dubuque  women,  Carol  Mundhenke; 
Dubuque  men,  Sig  Fritschel;  Van  Viiet,  John 
Ludemann.  The  officers  for  the  year  were: 
Frederick  Abben,  president;  Martha  Cairns, 
vice-president;  and  Carol  Mundhenke,  sec- 
retary and  treasurer. 

This  year  the  Council  has  sponsored  sev- 
eral all-school  affairs,  the  first  of  which  was 
the  tramp  party,  held  during  the  fall  sem- 
ester in  Peter’s  Commons.  Many  other  ac- 
tivities were  endorsed  by  the  Council  mem- 
bers including  the  annual  May  Breakfast 
which  is  one  of  the  all-school  events  which 
it  promoted. 

Since  the  Student  Council  is  a student 
organization,  put  into  form  only  for  the 
benefit  of  the  students  themselves,  it  can 
only  do  its  best  when  the  students  cooper- 
ate and  work  with  it.  The  aims  are  for 
the  welfare  of  the  entire  student  body,  and 
only  by  the  loyalty  of  the  students  can  it 
succeed  in  them.

The  Y.  W.  C A.  endeavors  to  prepare 
girls  for  a richer  life  by  broadening  the 
scope  of  their  knowledge  and  interests 
through  an  increased  appreciation  of  the 
meaning  of  Christianity.  With  this  purpose 
in  mind,  the  organization  began  its  work 
under  the  leadership  of  Ruth  Jane  Anderson 
as  president  Mildred  Kaehr  as  vice-presi- 
dent, Mildred  Board  as  secretary,  and  Laura 
Campbell  as  treasurer.  Cabinet  members 
were  chosen  for  specific  fields  of  work,  in- 
cluding Helen  Austin,  chairman  of  the  so- 
cial committee;  Lorraine  Harberts,  service; 
Marion  Swalve,  Student  Volunteer;  Ethel 
Swartwood,  Gospel  Team;  Lucille  Conzett, 
membership;  Jean  Foley,  music;  and  Fran- 
ces Bajema,  publicity. 

One  of  the  outstanding  services  of  the 
Y.  W.  C.  A.  is  that  of  attempting  to  make 
freshmen  girls  feel  at  home  on  the  cam- 
pus. A picnic-hike  on  the  first  Saturday 


of  the  school  year,  served  to  “break  the 
ice"  for  the  new  girls.  Then,  the  next  day, 
each  girl  was  escorted  to  the  church  of  her 
choice,  as  the  first  Sunday  away  from  home 
is  always  a lonely  one. 

The  program  was  diversified  in  form.  It 
included  a B.  W.  0.  C.  Tea  which  trans- 
lated means  “Big  Women  on  the  Campus," 
open  forum  discussions,  joint  meetings  with 
the  Y.  M C.  A.,  and  speakers  of  special 
interest.  One  of  the  outstanding  lecturers 
was  Mrs.  E Stanley  Jones  of  India,  who 
spoke  on  the  subject,  "New  Trends  in  Old 
India." 

Spring  found  the  girls  busy  with  social 
affairs.  They  were  hostesses  to  the  faculty 
at  a reception;  in  May  they  entertained 
at  a Mothers’  Day  Tea;  and  the  May  Fete 
was  the  last  large  event  on  their  calendar 
for  the  year.

During  the  school  year  of  1937-38,  the 
Y.  M.  C.  A.  was  reorganized  on  the  Uni- 
versity of  Dubuque  Campus.  A definite 
program  was  worked  out  during  the  sum- 
mer months  by  the  “Y”  Cabinet  under  the 
direction  of  its  advisor,  Dr.  John  A.  Garber. 
This  program  began  with  an  informal  hike 
to  one  of  the  Dubuque  parks. 

At  the  first  regular  meeting  Mr.  Ed  Zell- 
er, Secretary  of  the  Dubuque  Y.  M.  C.  A., 
pointed  out  the  advantages  of  the  Y.  M. 
C.  A.  in  a college  course,  and  extended 
the  invitation  to  have  the  next  meeting  at 
the  downtown  “Y,”  following  which  the 
boys  were  given  free  use  of  the  pool.  At 
a later  meeting  Prof.  H Clifford  Fox  con- 
ducted an  interesting  discussion  on  current 
subjects.  On  November  the  10th  the  “Y” 
had  a "Peace”  meeting  at  which  time  Rev. 
Temple  of  the  Grandview  Methodist  Church, 
spoke  on  the  conditions  in  Europe.  At  this 
same  meeting  an  impressive  ceremony  was 
held  for  the  formal  initiation  of  members 
for  the  1937-38  school  year,  just  prior  to 
Thanksgiving  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.  and  the  Y. 


W.  C.  A.  had  a joint  vesper  service  on  Sun- 
day afternoon  in  the  college  chapel.  Just 
before  Christmas  vacation  the  "YM”  and 
"YW”  sponsored  an  all-school  party  which 
was  attended  by  most  of  the  students.  At 
the  close  of  the  first  semester  Dr.  Donald 
Conzett  spoke  to  the  “Y”  on  “The  Facts 
of  Life.” 

In  the  University  Y.  M.  C.  A.  are  stressed 
the  same  qualities  of  Christian  living  as  are 
stressed  by  the  international  organization. 
Young  men  are  guided  in  their  religious  life 
by  stress  on  the  spiritual  aspects  of  living. 
The  mind  is  trained  to  be  ever  alive  to  the 
things  of  the  world,  and  activities  are  pro- 
vided which  help  to  develop  the  body.  Thus, 
the  Y.  M.  C A.  triangle  stands  firm  in  our 
organization  with  its  three  characteristics 
both  emphasized  and  promoted:  Spirit, 
Mind,  and  Body.

More  than  one  hundred  of  these 
clubs  are  to  be  found  on  college  and  uni- 
versity campuses  throughout  the  country. 
It  is  the  purpose  of  each  to  create  and 
foster  an  intelligent  interest  on  the  part  of 
both  students  and  faculty  in  the  inter- 
national problems  of  the  day.  To  further 
this  interest  the  Carnegie  Fund  sends  free 
of  charge  to  the  club  the  Fortnightly  Sum- 
mary of  International  Events  and  approxi- 
mately twenty  books  each  year.  The  books 
deal  with  some  aspect  of  international  re- 


lations, and  are  kept  on  a special  shelf  in 
the  University  library. 

Meetings,  which  are  held  on  alternate 
Mondays  at  4:00  p.  m.,  consist  of  short 
talks  by  students  or  professors  on  pertinent 
topics,  some  of  which  have  been  "Impres- 
sions of  Germany,”  "President  Roosevelt’s 
Latin  American  Policy,”  "Labor  Problems,” 
and  "International  Trade.” 

There  are  about  twenty  members  in  the 
Dubuque  club  and  an  approximate  attend- 
ance of  fourteen.

Band  And  Orchestra 


Enrollment  in  the  instrumental  music  de- 
partment exceeded  that  of  any  other  year 
in  the  history  of  the  University.  Seventy- 
five  students  participated  in  the  band  and 
orchestra  activities. 

With  an  increase  and  balance  in  instru- 
mentation, Ferdinand  Di  Telia,  director  of 
the  band,  has  moulded  musical  organizations 
of  outstanding  ability,  of  which  the  Uni- 
versity is  rightfully  proud. 

The  band  provided  music  for  all  basket- 
ball and  football  games,  school  plays,  and 
other  extra-curricular  activities.  Two  trips 
were  taken  with  the  football  squad  to  De- 
corah, Iowa,  and  to  Beloit,  Wisconsin,  In 
February  the  band  gave  its  annual  concert 
in  Peters  Commons;  a program  of  familiar 
numbers,  ranging  from  the  standard  over- 
tures to  the  well-known  marches  and  mod- 
ern novelties,  was  well  presented  and  equally 
well  received.  On  the  seventeenth  of  April 
the  University  band  appeared  in  a repeat 
program  at  the  dedicatory  services  of  the 
new  gymnasium  at  Benton,  Wisconsin. 

Because  of  the  increasing  need,  three  or- 
chestras were  used  in  the  instrumental  de- 
partment this  year:  the  symphonic,  the  con- 


cert, and  the  salon.  Late  in  April  the  sym- 
phony orchestra  presented  its  annual  concert 
in  the  Peters  Commons  to  a packed  house 
and  a most  enthusiastic  audience.  The 
orchestra  was  the  first  group  in  Dubuque 
to  have  a complete  orchestration  and  to 
present  a complete  symphony  in  concert. 
Dvorak’s  Symphony  Number  Five  in  E Minor, 
opus  ninety-five,  more  familiarly  known  as 
"The  New  World’’  was  given  in  a most 
convincing  and  satisfactory  manner.  “The 
performance  definitely  established  the  Uni- 
versity Symphony  in  the  very  top  ranks  of 
college  orchestras,  without  regard  for  the 
size  of  the  school.” 

The  concert  orchestra  served  as  a radio 
orchestra,  and  the  salon  group  was  present- 
ed at  banquets  and  church  affairs. 

As  a finale  to  one  of  the  most  successful 
musical  seasons  of  the  University  campus, 
the  band  presented  its  outdoor  concert  on 
the  campus  on  Sunday,  May  29.  A specially 
arranged  concert  was  given,  with  a men’s 
chorus  presenting  light  opera  numbers  with 
band  accompaniment.  Finally,  the  symphony 
orchestra  offered  its  last  services  with  a 
short  concert  preceding  the  commencement 
exercises.

The  University  Gospel  Team  is  a branch 
of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.  and  Y.  M.  C.  A.  which 
does  Christian  service  for  the  surrounding 
community  whenever  there  is  an  opening. 
The  objectives  of  the  group  are  to  help  oth- 
ers find  Christ,  to  develop  a deeper  devo- 
tion for  Christ  and  His  service,  and  to  stim- 
u'ate  willingness  to  give  of  what  one  has 
to  bring  others  into  a closer  realization  of 
Christ,  in  the  Gospel  Team  this  year  are 
found  representatives  of  the  following  peo- 
ples: the  Alaskans,  Irish,  Czechoslovakians, 
Pima  Indians,  Spaniards,  Mexicans,  and 
Americans. 

The  advisor  of  the  Gospel  Team  is  Prof. 
John  A.  Garber,  and  the  student  leaders  are 
Ethel  Swartwood — representing  the  Y.  W. 
C.  A.,  and  Andres  Andresen — representing 
the  Y.  M.  C.  A These  leaders,  with  their 
groups,  have  conducted  services  in  Dubuque 


churches  and  young  people’s  meetings,  and 
they  have  gone  on  short  Gospel  Team  trips 
to  several  towns  within  a radius  of  100 
miles.  The  group  has  provided  a willing 
and  helping  hand  to  cooperate  to  make  the 
Vesper  Services,  the  Ministerial  Conference 
Week,  and  Religious  Emphasis  Week  a suc- 
cess. During  Religious  Emphasis  Week, 
which  was  held  this  year  from  February  24 
to  March  4,  students  were  privileged  to  at- 
tend a series  of  lectures  by  Reverend  Ed- 
ward Stimson  of  Sioux  City,  Iowa,  and  to 
have  personal  conferences  with  this  Chris- 
tian leader. 

The  Gospel  Team  has  regular  assignments. 
The  Y.  W.  C.  A.  group  has  charge  of  the 
Sunnycrest  services  which  are  held  every 
second  Sunday  of  the  month;  the  Y.  M.  C.

Rifle 

The  formation  of  the  University  of  Du- 
buque Rifle  Club  was  begun  in  the  fall  sem- 
ester of  1937-38.  At  this  time  officers 
were  elected,  the  constitution  was  drawn 
up,  and  committees  appointed  First  an 
outdoor  target  range  was  built  by  club 
members  behind  the  Kane  Heights  athletic 
field  for  any  calibre  rifle  and  pistol  prac- 
tice. Then  as  cold  weather  came,  the  or- 
ganization of  embryo  nimrods  constructed 
an  indoor  target  range  in  the  gymnasium. 
The  indoor  range  is  illuminated  and  will  ac- 
commodate small  bore  rifle  plus  small-to- 
la rge  calibre  pistol  shooting  at  ranges  up  to 
and  including  seventy-five  feet.  The  com- 
bination of  outdoor  and  indoor  galleries 
affords  year-round  practice  to  members  of 
the  organization. 

Actual  shooting  inside  is  of  course  lim- 
ited to  hours  when  there  is  no  other  activity 
on  the  gym  floor.  Competitive  shooting

Choir  has  completed  another  year  of 
achievement  and  success.  From  some  sixty 
odd  members  with  which  to  work,  Professor 
Noel  Logan  has  produced  an  eight  - part 
chorus  that  sings  without  accompaniment, 
yet  loses  nothing  of  that  unity  and  blend 
of  voices  necessary  to  choral  technique.  The 
Choir  is  one  of  the  outstanding  organiza- 
tions on  the  campus,  an  organization  that 
fills  both  members  and  non-members  with 
inspiration  and  joy.

The  Uni- 
versity Choir,  under  the  excellent  leadership 
of  Professor  Logan,  is  constantly  looking 
forward  and  striving  for  greater  goals  in 
choral  activity.  And  so  it  is  eager  to  em- 
brace new  members  as  well  as  old,  with 
the  ultimate  aim  of  perfection  in  mind. 

The  annual  tour  was  made  in  the  Spring, 
from  March  18  to  April  3,  1938.

tion, primarily  for  campus  use.

Floyd  Rundle,  music  editor;  Laura  Bower, 
verse  editor;  and  Thomas  Megahey,  chief 
proof  reader.  Besides  these  members,  a 
group  of  reporters  and  staff  writers  con- 
tributed much  to  the  success  of  the  paper. 

The  financial  success  of  the  Cue  was  as- 
sured for  the  year  with  Dick  Randall  as 
business  manager;  Aaron  Liepe,  advertis- 
ing manager;  Marjorie  Lewis,  circula- 
tion manager,  and  Ruth  Brady  as  business 
secretary.

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Oratorical  Contest 


The  James  Warren  Oratorical  contest 
which  is  open  only  to  Freshmen  was  held 
in  the  University  Chapel  the  latter  part  of 
May,  1937.  The  contest  demonstrated  great 
skill  and  ability  of  all  the  contestants  in- 
cluding the  losers  as  well  as  the  winners. 

Miss  Dorothy  Banks  of  Manchester,  Iowa, 
was  awarded  first  prize  of  fifteen  dollars. 
She  presented  in  a unique  and  impressive 
manner  an  oration  entitled  “Socialized  Med- 
icine” in  which  she  proved  the  static  con- 
dition of  medical  care  in  the  United  States 
today  and  outlined  the  serious  results  of  such 
condition.  She  reminded  her  hearers  of  the 
progress  we  had  made  in  many  fields  and 
in  spite  of  that  progress  we  had  neglected 
the  field  which  means  so  much  to  the  bet- 
terment not  only  of  our  respective  com- 
munities but  also  to  the  entire  nation  as 
well  as  to  the  world  in  general.  Her  plea 
was  for  the  government  to  interest  itself 
more  definitely  in  this  branch  of  our  nation- 
al life  and  by  means  of  compulsory  law  and 
supervised  health  insurance  eliminate  this 
menace  of  medicine  being  placed  on  the 
market  for  public  purchase  without  govern- 
ment authorization  as  to  what  the  bottle 
contains  and  its  effect  upon  the  human 
system. 

William  Cold,  of  Cleveland,  Ohio,  was 
awarded  the  second  prize  of  ten  dollars  for 


his  oration  entitled  “Dead  End.”  In  this 
oration  Cold  dealt  v/ith  the  delinquent  youth 
problems,  its  causes,  effects  and  the  possible 
cures.  He  submitted  several  but  strongly 
emphasized  arguments  that  the  real  solu- 
iion  to  the  problem  would  be  found  in  the 
trust  and  confidence  which  the  public  them- 
selves may  have  in  these  youths  who  are 
indifferent  to  the  laws  of  society  and  that 
they  may  be  treated  as  people  who  have 
great  possibilities  and  regarded  as  human 
beings.  Cold  further  argued  for  the  public 
to  support  and  supply  "character  building 
organizations.”  He  pointed  out  that  no 
less  than  fifteen  billion,  an  average  of  one 
hundred  and  twenty  dollars  for  every  Ameri- 
can citizen,  was  being  spent  annually  to  help 
pay  for  the  crime  bill. 

Other  students  who  participated  in  the 
contest  were:  Robert  Dick  of  Stockton,  III.; 
Fletcher  Condit  of  New  York,  and  Edna 
L.anger  of  Dubuque. 

The  chairman  of  the  evening  was  Mrs. 
Rosemary  Aitken,  professor  of  speech  and 
dramatics  at  the  University.  The  judges 
were  Miss  Edra  Walters,  professor  of  speech 
at  the  Dubuque  Senior  High  School,  Mr. 
uoward  Bateson,  professor  of  speech  at  Jef- 
ferson Junior  High  School  of  Dubuque  and 
Professor  Jacob  Bajema,  head  of  the  philo- 
sophy and  psychology  departments  of  the 
University  and  Debate  coach

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Re-Dedication 


"People  will  not  look  forward  to  posterity  who 
never  look  backward  to  their  ancestors.”  These 
significant  words  illustrate  the  spirit  which  poss- 
essed a large  crowd  of  friends,  students  and  fac- 
ulty members  as  they  gathered  on  the  north 
steps  of  the  Administration  Building  on  June  8th, 
1937,  when  this  building  was  rededicated  as  Stef- 
fens Hall  Dr.  J.  V.  Conzett  presided  over  the 
ceremonies.  Dr.  William  Hiram  Foulkes,  Mod- 
erator of  the  Genera!  Assembly  of  the  Presbyter- 
ian Church  of  the  United  States  of  America,  gave 
an  inspiring  and  challenging  address  entitled  "Liv- 
ing Stones.”  He  traced  the  phenomenal  growth 
of  the  institution  from  its  elementary  and  humble 
beginning,  pointing  to  the  "Living  Stones”  who 
contributed  of  their  substance  and  service  to  aid 
in  the  realization  of  the  dreams  of  the  pioneers  of  our  school 

The  address  of  rededication  was  delivered  by  Dr  Dale  D,  Welch  who  gave  a brief  re- 
sume of  the  development  of  the  work  and  concluded  with  the  graphic  words,  "Now,  thirty 
years  after  the  building  was  formally  dedicated  as  the  administration  building,  we  have  reno- 
vated it  and  in  memory  of  the  man  who  built  so  well  upon  this  hilltop  we  hereby  rededicate 
it  as  Steffens  Hall. 

The  meeting  was  then  adjourned  to  the  “Hall  of  Historical  Portraits”  where  Mr.  Ed- 
win B.  Lindsay,  president  of  the  board  of  directors,  had  charge  of  the  unveiling  of  the 
portraits  of  men  who  in  the  days  gone  by 
donated  of  their  service  and  talents  to  the  pro- 
gress of  the  school.  In  conclusion  Mr.  Lind- 
say said,  "It  is  not  yet  clear  whether  the 
Declaration  of  Independence  was  a magnificent 
forward  step  or  a colossal  failure.

With  such  an  exceptionally  large  Freshman 
class  and  so  many  husky  fellows  roaming  around 
the  Kane  Heights  Athletic  field  the  afternoon 
of  the  annual  Freshman  Class  Rush,  there  were 
few  upperclassmen  who  did  not  concede  the 
victory  in  the  tug-o-war  to  the  Freshmen  as  a 
foregone  conclusion.

With  reports  drifting  back  to  the  campus 
from  students  who  had  seen  the  fighting 
Spartan  eleven  in  action  in  their  out  of 
town  battles,  concerning  the  fine  brand  of 
football  Coach  "Bob’’  Fitzke’s  men  had 
been  displaying,  hopes  for  a successful 
Homecoming  ran  high  on  the  University  of 
Dubuque  campus. 

Homecoming  festivities  were  begun  with 
a pep  meeting  at  Kane  Heights  Athletic 
Field  Friday  night.  The  D Club  aided  by  the 
Freshman  class  had  kindled  a huge  bonfire 
in  the  center  of  the  field  and  the  cheer- 
leaders led  the  assembled  students  in  one  of 
the  most  hilarious  and  enthusiastic  pep 
meetings  of  the  season.  Songs,  yells,  and 
speeches  were  the  order  of  the  evening  and 
the  huge  logs  cracked  and  snapped  and  the 
flames  cast  a ruddy  glow  over  the  entire 
field  as  yell  after  yell  cheered  the  Spartans 
on  to  a victory  over  Iowa  Wesleyan  the 
next  day. 

Saturday  morning  saw  a large  crowd  of 
alumni  back  on  the  campus,  ready  to  join 
in  on  the  Homecoming  festivities.  Build- 
ings were  gayly  decorated  in  the  traditional 
blue  and  white,  each  class  having  been  as- 
signed a certain  building  to  decorate.  The 


halls  of  Steffens  and  the  entrance  had  been 
novelly  decorated  by  the  Freshman  class,  as 
had  the  other  buildings  by  other  classes,  in 
anticipation  of  the  judging  that  would  take 
place  that  afternoon. 

As  a new  feature  of  the  Homecoming 
Festivities,  the  football  team  had  elected  a

A Sophomore  girl,  Ann  Arends,  of  Freeport, 
Illinois,  had  been  selected  by  the  Spartan 
eleven  as  their  "sweetheart.” 

Immediately  preceding  the  game  Satur- 
day afternoon,  October  16,  gayly  decorated 
cars  filled  with  loyal  University  of  Dubuqu- 
ers  paraded  down  Main  Street  to  the  Mu- 
nicipal Athletic  Field,  where  the  game  of 
the  year  was  scheduled  to  be  played.

In  the  second  quarter,  taking  advantage 
of  a pass  interception,  the  Iowa  Wesleyan 
eleven  was  able  to  crash  across  the  Du- 
buque goal  line,  making  the  score  7-6  in 
favor  of  the  Spartans.  After  the  rest  of  the 
half  time,  the  Spartans  again  scored  on  a 
series  of  passes.  The  final  combination  was 
from  Blaha  to  Threlkeld  who  was  standing 
in  the  end  zone,  for  a net  total  of  twenty- 
five  yards  on  passes.  The  point  was  con- 
verted and  the  Spartans  led  in  their  Home- 
coming battle,  14-6.  The  final  quarter 
found  both  teams  playing  ragged  football, 
marred  by  fumbles  and  intercepted  passes. 
With  the  final  gun,  the  Spartan  rooters,  old 
grads  and  students,  went  away  with  that 
gayety  and  enthusiasm  that  follows  a 14-6 
Homecoming  victory. 

A grand  exodus  led  alumni  and  students 
to  Peters  Commons  for  the  annual  Home- 
coming banquet.  Here  a gayly  decorated 
dining  hall  was  filled  by  a capacity  crowd 
who  enjoyed  the  dinner  and  program,  a fea- 
ture of  which  was  the  introduction  of  the 
team  and  coach,  who  gave  a short  talk, 
john  Chalmers,  former  University  coach,  en- 


tertained the  assembled  guests  with  a talk 
in  which  he  cited  memories  of  his  days  as 
coach  of  Dubuque  University  football. 

The  banquet  was  immediately  followed  by 
the  annual  Homecoming  Dance,  held  in  the 
Commons.  The  hall  was  elaborately  decor- 
ated in  collegiate  Homecoming  style.  The 
dance  this  year  was  sponsored  by  the  D 
Club.  During  the  dance,  the  "football 
sweetheart"  was  introduced  and  accompan- 
ied by  the  football  captain,  Don  Emery,  a 
junior,  led  the  Grand  March.

Another  feature  of  the  day  was  the  un- 
veiling of  a portrait  of  Professor-Emeritus 
john  Zimmerman,  who  had  served  the  Uni- 
versity for  thirty  years  as  registrar  and  pro- 
fessor of  mathematics. 

Thus  ended  a perfect  day  of  Homecom- 
ing festivities  on  the  University  of  Dubuque 
campus,  consisting  of  the  victorious  game, 
a dinner,  and  a dance.

This  is  a scene  from 
the  Athenaean  adventure  of  the  Spring  of  ’37 
when  the  merry  brethren  proved  the  pioneer 
blood  in  their  veins  by  bravely  venturing  out  into 
the  unknown  reaches  of  the  upper  Mississippi 
for  Flunk  Week.  After  a laborious  journey 
which  would  make  Marquette  and  Joliet  look 
like  pikers,  they  finally  landed  upon  an  inter- 
esting island  in  the  Father-of-all-Waters,  and 
made  camp.  The  following  days  were  enjoyed 
by  expeditions  of  swimming,  rowing,  and  fish- 
ing of  a more  or  less  original  nature.

Football 


On  September  first,  Coach  Bob  Fitzke  is- 
sued his  first  call  for  the  football  season 
of  37-38.  Forty-one  men  responded  to  the 
call  among  which  were  such  veterans  as 
Barron,  Earl,  Fetrow,  Gibbs,  Emery,  Threl- 
keld, Eberhart,  Watters,  Wessel,  Rogers, 
and  Havinga.  A formidable  array  of  fresh- 
men talent  went  to  fill  all  the  gaps  which 
were  left  by  graduation,  and  through  the 
able  coaching  of  our  new  coach,  the  Uni- 
versity was  once  again  able  to  regain  some 
of  the  supremacy  which  was  once  theirs  on 
the  gridiron.  By  finishing  the  season  in  third 
place  in  the  Iowa  Conference  rankings,  the 
Spartans  were  once  more  considered  as  one 
of  the  top-notchers  in  the  Conference. 

The  Fitzkemen  opened  the  season  against 
the  veteran  Beloit  eleven  at  Beloit,  Wiscon- 
sin, after  three  weeks  of  hard  drilling  and 
practice.  Early  in  the  first  quarter,  Beloit 
pushed  over  a touchdown  via  the  air  and 
failed  to  convert  the  extra  point.  The  Spart- 
ans, their  anger  now  aroused,  began  their 
pounding  drive  down  the  field  to  the  one- 
half  yard  line  with  only  a minute  left  to 
play.  With  fourth  down  and  only  a minute 
left  to  play  in  the  half,  “Sully”  Schlegel,  a 


Freshman,  rammed  the  ball  through  the 
middle  of  the  line  to  tie  the  score  at  6-6. 
In  the  third  quarter,  a blocked  punt  gave 
the  Beloiters,  a two  point  advantage  over 
the  Blue  and  White  which  they  managed  to 
keep  to  win  the  game  8-6. 

After  another  hard  week  of  drilling,  the 
Spartans  journeyed  to  La  Crosse,  Wiscon- 
sin, to  meet  the  La  Crosse  State  Teachers 
College  eleven.  For  three  solid  quarters  of 
hard  fought  football,  the  teams  see-sawed 
back  and  forth  on  the  gridiron.  Early  in 
the  fourth  quarter,  Bruens  flipped  a twenty 
yard  pass  to  Sebreny  on  the  five  yard  line 
and  stumbled  the  remaining  five  yards  for 
a Teacher  tally.  La  Crosse  converted  the 
eKtra  point  which  later  proved  to  be  the 
Spartans’  undoing.  Paced  by  the  offensive 
thrusts  of  Artie  Blaha,  the  Spartans  car- 
ried the  ball  to  the  Teachers’  one  yard  line 
where  Blaha  jammed  the  ball  through  the 
line  for  the  necessary  score.  The  all  im- 
portant point  was  missed  when  Blaha  failed 
to  repeat  his  line  plunge  of  a few  minutes 
before.  Trying  desperately  to  make  up  the 
on  point  deficit,  the  Spartans  went  down 
to  defeat  7-6. 
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For  the  third  week  in  a row,  the  Spartans 
hit  the  dusty  trail  to  ]Ourney  to  Decorah 
to  play  the  bitter  rivals,  the  Luther  Norse- 
men. Entering  the  game  with  such  stars 
as  Lamb,  the  regular  center,  Blaha,  and 
Threlkeld  out  of  the  game  with  injuries,  the 
outcome  looked  gloomy  indeed.  Late  in  the 
second  quarter,  the  Norsemen  concluded  a 
march  down  the  field  to  a score  to  hold  a 
6-0  advantage.  The  second  half  opened  to 
see  a raring  to  go  Spartan  eleven.  The 
third  quarter  was  played  largely  in  the  mid- 
dle of  the  field  with  neither  team  scoring. 
Early  in  the  fourth  quarter,  the  Norsemen 
went  to  the  air  and  Gibbs  intercepted  a 
Norse  pass  and  raced  seventy  yards  for  the 
tieing  score  By  virtue  of  the  tally,  the 
Spartans  had  the  honor  of  being  the  first 
to  cross  the  Norse  goal  line  in  many  a year. 
Later  in  the  period,  a place  kick  by  Earl 
from  the  ten  yard  line,  was  inches  short 
thus,  the  fighting  Spartans  had  to  be  con- 
tent with  a 6-6  tie. 

News  of  the  fine  brand  of  football  the 
Spartans  had  been  playing  to  date  was  get- 
ting around  so  when  they  made  their  home 
debut  before  a Homecoming  crowd,  the  Mu- 
nicipal stadium  was  nearly  filled  to  capacity. 
Iowa  Wesleyan  of  Mt.  Pleasant  was  the  op- 
ponent on  this  festive  occasion.  The  Spart- 
an rooters  of  old  grads  and  students  went 
away  with  the  feeling  of  satisfaction  with 
a homecoming  victory  of  14-6. 

For  another  week’s  tilt,  the  Dubuque  Bat- 
tlers entrained  to  play  before  a homecom- 
ing crowd  at  Storm  Lake,  la.,  with  Buena 
Vista  as  their  opponents.  Playing  inspired 
football,  the  Buena  Vista  Beavers  scored 
early  in  the  first  period  on  a pass  and  a 
line  buck  to  hold  a 6-0  advantage.  A sec- 
ond quarter  blocked  punt  gave  the  Beavers 
two  more  points  to  their  total  as  the  half 
ended  8-0  in  favor  of  the  Beavers.  The 
Spartans  came  back  fighting  in  the  third 
quarter  but  just  lacked  the  punch  to  drive 
the  ball  over.  Taking  advantage  of  another 
intercepted  pass,  the  Beavers  managed  to 
add  another  tally  to  their  total  late  in  the 
fourth  quarter,  ending  the  game  with  a final 
score  of  14-0. 

Once  again  the  Dubuque  eleven  set  out 
on  a long  two  day  trip  to  Superior,  Wis- 


consin, to  play  the  Superior  State  Teachers 
College.  Before  the  game  was  five  minutes 
old  the  Spartans  had  started  and  finished 
their  scoring.  But  soon  the  tables  were 
rudely  reversed  and  the  Teachers  went  on  a 
rampage  and  rolled  up  a 32-6  advantage 
over  the  invading  Spartans.  The  game  was 
raggedly  played  and  marked  with  many  fum- 
bles on  the  part  of  the  Superior  eleven. 

On  the  following  Saturday,  the  wearers 
of  the  Blue  and  White  were  all  set  to 
avenge  their  humbling  at  the  hands  of  the 
Superior  Teachers  at  the  expense  of  the 
Penn  Quakers.  For  three  quarters  the  teams 
battled  with  neither  of  them  being  able  to 
push  the  ball  over  for  a score.  As  the 
fourth  quarter  opened,  Gibbs  went  over  the 
right  side  of  the  line  for  a score  A few 
minutes  later,  capitalizing  on  a bad  punt, 
the  Spartans  again  scored  on  a reverse  play 
by  Gibbs  to  Dodge,  giving  the  Spartans  a 
14-0  advantage  The  Quakers  suddenly  rose 
to  their  heights  and  by  a series  of  passes 
succeeded  in  pushing  over  the  tally.  The 
Spartans  quickly  came  back  in  the  closing 
minutes  of  the  game  to  push  over  another 
score  by  a long  pass  to  Emery  from  Blaha 
with  Schlegel  plunging  over  from  the  five 
yard  line,  giving  the  Spartans  a 20-7  victory. 

In  the  final  game  of  the  season  the  Du- 
buque Spartans  were  opposed  by  the  Wart- 
burg  College  Knights  from  Waverly,  la.  In 
near  zero  weather,  the  Spartans  smashed 
out  a 37-0  victory  over  the  Knights. 

As  a climax  to  one  of  the  most  success- 
ful seasons  that  the  Spartans  have  enjoyed 
on  the  gridiron  in  many  years,  seventeen 
men  were  awarded  their  major  Ds  at  the 
football  banquet  tendered  to  the  squad  by 
the  Blue  and  White  Club,  composed  of  the 
business  men  boosters  of  the  Spartans,  Sol 
Butler,  a famous  alumnus  in  the  field  of 
sports,  was  the  featured  speaker  of  the 
evening.  The  season  was  further  success- 
ful in  having  two  of  its  squad  members,  Earl 
and  Emery,  chosen  for  a position  on  many 
of  the  Iowa  Conference  All-Star  Teams 
throughout  the  State.  With  such  men  as 
Blaha,  Schlegel,  Schwartz,  Kizawich,  Wat- 
ters, Threlkeld,  Rogers,  Emery,  Lamb,  Dodge, 
Van  Devender,  and  Eberhart  returning  next 
year,  the  outlook  for  ’38  is  indeed  bright.

The  University  of  Dubuque  trackmen  en- 
joyed their  most  successful  season  in  recent 
years  in  1937  under  the  tutelage  of  Coach 
Peterson.  The  Spartans  participated  in  eight 
meets  during  the  season  and  made  a cred- 
itable showing  in  all. 

For  the  first  time  in  hte  school’s  history 
the  Spartans  were  represented  at  the  Cen- 
tral Intercollegiate  track  meet  at  Marquette 
University.  Emery  and  Earl  were  the  two 
lone  entrants  from  Dubuque.  They  both 
failed  to  place  but  Emery  ranked  sixth  in 
the  field  of  vaulters  with  a vault  fo  12 
feet  two  inches.  This  was  his  best  mark 
of  the  season  but  it  cannot  be  allowed  as  a 
school  record  because  it  did  not  place  in 
the  meet. 


Coach  Peterson  was  forced  to  purchase 
four  new  gold  cups  for  three  of  his  pro- 
tegees who  succeeded  in  establishing  four 
new  school  records.  Bob  Earl  a junior  had 
the  distinction  of  breaking  two  records,  one 
in  the  shot  put  with  a final  mark  of  44  ft. 
IVa  inches,  and  the  other  in  the  discus  with 
a heave  of  130  ft.  9 Vs  inches.  Don  Emery, 
Sophomore,  surpassed  his  Freshman  mark 
with  a vault  of  1 1 ft.  IOV2  inches,  and  Herb 
Fetrow  broke  a 14  year  440  yd.  dash  record 
with  a time  of  51  :7.

Varsity  Basketball 


With  a successful  season  of  coaching  in 
football  over,  Coach  Fitzke  issued  the  first 
call  for  the  cagers  to  practice.  Only  five 
of  last  year’s  lettermen  were  in  the  school 
to  answer  the  call  Peterson,  Falkenhainer, 
Borchers,  McDonald,  and  McCaffrie  were 
the  only  lettermen  available  for  service. 
Working  with  the  freshmen  material  and  the 
veterans,  Coach  Fitzke  managed  to  make  a 
smooth  running  cage  team.  Schwartz,  Hav- 
ard, and  Hadsell  proved  to  be  the  three 
freshmen  who  made  the  starting  line-up  for 
many  of  the  games.  Added  to  this  list  of 
freshmen,  must  be  the  name  of  “Sonny” 
Camber,  who  entered  school  at  the  mid- 
year and  proved  in  the  short  time  left  in 
the  season  to  be  one  of  the  worst  thorns  in 
the  opponents’  sides.  The  team  ended  the 
season  with  a .250  standing  in  the  Iowa 
Conference  with  four  wins  and  twelve  de- 
feats. The  Spartans  for  the  first  time  in 
the  history  of  the  school  went  for  ten 
straight  games  without  tasting  the  sweet- 
ness of  victory,  but  when  the  losing  streak 
was  broken  it  was  at  the  expense  of  Luther, 
making  the  victory  all  the  more  sweet.  It 
was  during  this  long  line  of  defeats  that  the 


beards  on  the  campus  became  quite  the 
talk.  Although  the  victories  were  few  and 
far  between,  the  games  were  lost  only  by 
the  narrowest  of  margins  and  were  all  well 
played  to  the  final  gun,  many  being  played 
with  over  time  periods  necessary  to  decide 
the  winner. 

The  season’s  opener  was  with  the  cagers 
from  Beloit  College.  Faced  by  an  experi- 
enced club,  the  Spartans,  composed  largely 
of  freshmen,  were  an  easy  foe  for  the  Beloit 
five  and  went  down  to  defeat  by  the  lop- 
sided score  of  36-14. 

To  open  the  Iowa  Conference  competi- 
tion, the  Dubuque  five  lourneyed  to  Daven- 
port to  meet  the  highly  touted  St.  Ambrose 
five.  In  a hard  fought  battle,  the  Spartans 
again  tasted  defeat  to  the  tune  of  46-32. 

The  Spartans  opened  their  home  season 
by  dropping  a hard  fought  contest  to  the 
Wartburg  Knights  by  the  score  of  49-44. 
Unable  to  overcome  a 31-14  deficit  at  the 
half  time,  the  battling  Dubuquers  played 
hard  to  draw  up  to  within  five  points  of  the 
winners  as  the  game  ended. 

After  a three  weeks’  lay-off  over  the  holi- 
days, the  Spartans  engaged  in  another  Iowa 
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Conference  tilt  with  the  Central  Dutchmen, 
at  Pella,  la.  In  a close  contest  throughout, 
the  third  conference  game  was  dropped  by 
the  score  of  35-30. 

The  Dubuquer’s  fourth  conference  loss 
was  registered  in  one  of  the  toughest  games 
of  the  season  in  two  overtime  periods.  Play- 
ing hard  the  Blue  and  White  went  down  to 
defeat  to  the  tune  of  45-42.  The  game 
ended  with  Simpson  39,  Dubuque  39.  In  the 
first  overtime  period  MacDonald  of  the 
Spartans  put  on  a fine  exhibition  of  foul 
shooting  to  tie  the  score  41-41.  The  Meth- 
odists then  put  on  the  steam  and  won  45-42. 

After  a six  day  rest  and  drill,  the  Du- 
buquers  entrained  for  a two  day  trip  to 
Decorah  and  Fayette  to  meet  the  Luther 
Norsemen  and  the  Upper  Iowa  five.  Playing 
the  ’37  champions  to  a 22-17  score  in  the 
first  half,  the  Spartans  withered  under  the 
second  half  fire  of  the  Norsemen  and  went 
down  to  defeat  49-31. 

Traveling  to  Fayette  the  next  night,  the 
Spartans  dropped  a 47-45  contest. 

Entraining  again  for  a two  day  trip  the 
following  week-end  the  Spartans  tackled 
Central  at  Pella  and  Simpson  at  Indianola. 
In  a nip  and  tuck  battle  all  the  way  the 
Dutchmen  of  Centra!  nosed  out  the  Blue 
and  WhiJe  cagers  33-27.  The  following 
evening  the  eighth  straight  conference  de- 
feat was  handed  to  the  Soartans  by  the  fast 
moving  Simpson  five.  Failing  in  their  scor- 
ing and  defensive  punch  in  the  second  half

1 he  Simpson  five  rolled  up  a 61-34  defeat 
over  the  Spartans. 

The  Iowa  Wesleyan  Tigers  breezed  into 
Dubuque  and  expected  to  breeze  right 
through  the  Spartans.  Fighting  desperately 
to  break  the  long  string  of  defeats,  the  Du- 
buquers  played  hard  and  fast  the  whole 
game  only  to  relinquish  a 37-31  lead  to  end 
the  game  in  a tie  and  overtime  play.  In  the 
overtime  both  teams  scored  and  victory 
looked  near  for  the  Spartans  but  a timely 
basket  by  Frost  clinched  the  game  for  the 
Tigers,  ending  the  game  49-45. 

On  February  5 the  Luther  Norsemen  came 
to  Dubuque  all  set  to  repeat  their  early  vic- 
tory over  the  Spartans,  but  the  Spartans 
eked  out  a 42-39  victory  over  the  Norse- 
men, breaking  the  ten  game  loosing  streak 
The  now  long  beards  were  quickly  shaved 
off. 

The  Spartans’  second  conference  victory 
came  the  following  week  at  the  expense  of 
the  Wartburg  Knights,  at  Waverly,  la.  Lead- 
ing at  the  half  time  14-8,  the  Spartans, 
paced  by  the  freshmen  scoring  ace, 
Schwartz,  went  on  to  grab  another  victory 
37-30 

On  a two  day  trip,  the  winning  streak 
of  two  games  was  momentarily  halted  by 
the  Iowa  Wesleyan  cagers  in  a game  at  Mt. 
Pleasant,  la.  Leading  at  the  half  time  36- 
19,  the  Iowa  Wesleyan  outfit  was  never 
headed  to  go  on  to  win  the  game  55-42. 
It  was  in  this  game  that  the  new  scoring 
zee  of  the  Spartans  “Sonny"  Gamber,  made 
his  first  appearance  as  a Spartan 
by  rolling  up  14  points  for  his 
team. 

On  the  following  night  the 
Spartans  journeyed  to  Parsons  to 
avenge  the  defeat  of  the  night 
before.  Parsons  led  at  the  half 
time  23  - 22,  but  the  Blue  and 
White  cagers  came  back  strong 
in  the  second  half  to  win  by  a 
seven  point  margin,  47-40.
